In the beginnffig of the controversy | 
there .are many who believed that the 
Philippine islands would become a source 
of profit to the United States. It was | 
confidently predicted that a multitude of 
Americans would flock to the islands ana 
find rich reward in the development of 
their resources. These hopes have not 
been realized. Except in Mindanao, of 
which I shall speak later, there {Is no 
@vidence of any present or future coloni- 
zation by Americans. There are a few 
Americans engaged in business in Manila | 
and army posts, but thes@ are | 
insignificant in number, and the business | 
done by them is nothing as compared |

about 12,000 American soldfers in the 
islands and 5,000 native scouts, officered 
by Americans and paid for by the United 
States.

| Horse power capacity, 30,000 horse 
power representa the ordinary production 
of the present station; but with the wa- 
ter available five other pipes may be 
laid to supply water to five other wheels 
and thug give the station a total of 80,- 
000 horse power. In other words, thts 
power station on the bank of the St, 
Louis river, with its present machinery, 
will supply three times the horse pows 
er which suffices to run all the great 
mills in the manufacturing city of Low- 
ell; and Lawrence, near at hand, has 
likewise grown wealthy from about the 
same amount of power. 

The ‘electricity generated on the St. 
Louls river will be flashed to this city 
i¢ miles away over lines of wire 8 
ported on tall steel towers. In the city 
there will be a gub-station where the 
voltage will be ‘“‘stepped down” for dis 
tribution through the cities of " ! ° 
and Superior, which is across the bay 
and which will probably be reached by 
submarine cables. In the sub-statlou 
will be placed the machinery which will 
operate the trolley cars in the two 
cities. Not only oan such a plant as 
this provide cheap power for the in- 
dustries big ana little, of a city of 75.- 
000 inhabitants, but the electricity can 
be carried to the great iron mines on 
the Missabe range, 70 miles north, and 
to the cities of Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
120 miles away. 

The work which hag been done so far 
is only the beginning of the general 
scheme which includes a development to 
be made later further down the 8Bt. 
Louis river and also a plan by means 
of which a portion of the St, Louis 
river water would be carried Over a 
fall of 740 feet directly into the centre 
of Duluth. If all these plans ere car- 
ried out there will ultimately be devel- 
oped 200,000 horse ipower.

These gentlemen 
pressed the matter before the city coun- 
cil, obtaining a subscription of $300,000. 
Backed by this amount, Mr. Norcross, 
in 1860, let out severa] contracts for 
grading along the line, extending several 
miles beyond. the prosperous town which 
now bears his name. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the late civil war commencing in 
1861, temporarily suspended al) proceed- 
ings. 

After the sugpension of hostilities this 
enterprise was again resumed, Work was 
recommenced in 1870 and the road was 
completed to Charlotte in .1874. 

Today this road is an important part of 
the great Southern railway system, which 
consists of some four thousand miles, The 
completion of this road caused Atlanta 
to become the market for an entirely 
new region of a great and constantly 
growing territory. It also shortened the 
route of transportation to the north by 
something over a hundred miles. In early 
days the time and trouble expended in 
vexatious delays and transfers may be 
readily understood when it is stated that
